Whiles Sfondrate and the Chirurgion were | 
ſtretching out the dead body of Piſani, and coue- | 
ring it vp with their cloaks; Ak) ebaſt 74x0 runs to Gaſpa- 
rino, and congratulates with bim for his vitery,cx- 
rolling his valor%co the skie. But Geſparinorellshim,. | 
chat rheſe prayſcs appertainednotrohim, but to a 


higher prouideacc,and withall prayes him to bee |} 
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carefull, and to manage his life both with courage 


and diſcretion: and for himſclfe, finding his wounds 
no way deſperate nor dangerous he is reſolued not 
to ſuffer his Chirurg ion to binde them vp, till hee 
ſee the iſſue of rhe Combate berwixt his faithfull 
friend Sebaſtianand Sfondrate. 

By this time Sfondrato thinkes it high time to 
beginne : and b:ing no way daunted with the mil. 
fortune and death of his friend P:ſan/, but rather 
incouraged and refolued to fell ir dearely on the 
life of Sebaſtians, he drawes, and with his Rapier in 
his hand comes towards him. Seba/{;ano mectes him 
halfe way with a very freſh and cheercfull counte- 
nance and (o they approach onethe other : at their 
firſt incounter,Seba#iano giucs Sfondratoa large and 


- wide woundon his right {1de, but receiues another 


from him thorow the lcfrarme,a little aboue the el- 
bow;bur that of Sf54rato powred forth more bloog; 
& to be brief,they both giue& take divers wounds, 
and performe the parts of valoxous Gentlemen, 

But in the end, God, who would notgive all the 


' victory to one fide, but will make both parties lo- 


ſers,ro thew that hee-was difpleafed with theſe their 


bloody attions, and vacharirablerefolutions, which 


thoogh Honour {cemeto excuſe, yet Religion can- 
no:.after they had three ſeueral tunes taken breath, 


Sebaftiano aduancing a faire thruſt ro Sfondrate's 
breſt, which only picrced his ſhirr; and rauclled his 
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skinne : Sfondrato requited him with a mournefull | 


intereſt, for heranne him thorow attheſmall of the 
belly, and ſonayled him to the ground, bearing a- 
way his life oa the point of his Rapicr,  * 
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. Thus oar foure Combatants, beiagnow reduced | 
tothenumber of two, Sfonerats expeRed that Go/” 


arins would haue exchanged a thruſt or two with 
fiim » the which certainely he hadperformed : But 
Gaſparino finding that the lofſe of ſo much blood 
made him chen weake, and that it was now more 
thentime for him to haue his wounds bound yp, 
they hauing taken order for the decent tran- 
ſporting of cheir dead friends, thatnight ro Pauis : 


| they, without ſpeaking wordone to the other, 


commit themſcluesro their Chirurgions, and fo 
their wounds being bound vp, they take them with 
them, and, to ſave cthemſclues from the danger of 
the law, they take horſe, and poalt away Gaſparins 
to Parma, and Sfondraioto Florence, from whence 
they relolue not toſtirre, before their friends have 
procured and (ent them pardons. 

Leaue we them there :andro follow the ſtreame 
of this Hikory, come wee ro Cremona and Paris, 
which rings with the newesof the iſſues of theſe 
lamentable and tragicall combates: Piſazi and Seba- 


ſtians are infinitely bewayled of their Parents, and 


lamented of their friends, yea of their very enemics 
themſclues, and generally of allthe world, who ci- 
ther knew them, or heard of their vntimely and 


vnfortunate ends. 


But all theſe reares are nothing jacompariſon of | 


thoſe which our faire Chri;fteneta (heds for the dearh 
of her ſweet Piſani: for her griefes are ſo infinitely 
bitter,as ſhee teares her hayre, fisfipurerh her face, 


weepes, mournes, howles ;'2nd cries foexrremely, | 
that ſorrow her ſelf wouldgriene toſee her ſorrow;

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yea ſhee forfakes and abandoneth all company, 
throwes offall her rich and glittering garments, and 
takes on mournefull and ſad apparel! : ſoas alt the 
perſwaſions of the world, arc not capeable to giue 
her the leaſt ſhaddow of conſolation : for as thee 
affirmes, ſhe acither will, nor can bee comforted: 
onely amidft her reares,if ſhee admit, or permirany 
paſſion to rake place inher beart and thoughes z it 1s 
choller and reucnge againſt Gaſpsr19, who had be- 
xeaued her of her onely ioy, ot her deare and ſweet 
Piſani, whom ſhe loued athouſand rimes more ten- 
derly then her ſclfe,and of him ſhe vowes to bee re- 
| uengdinthe higheſt degree: Whereby wee ma 
heere in Chrsftenets ſee the old phraſe made goo 
and verified; Thatthere isno affetion nor hatred 
' tothatofa woman : for where they love,they loue 
dcarcly,and where they hatc,hate deadly tBut leaue 
| wc herto her ſorrowes, and come weagaine to G4- 
ſparing who, in ſhort time hauing obtained his par- 
n, returnes from Parma to Cremona, where he is 


ioyfully received of his parents and friends. 

Heis no ſooner arrtucd, but remembrance of 
Chriftencts's beauty doth flouriſh and reuine in his 
| heart ;for although ſhce had loued another, yet he 
could affeR none but her ſelfe : when letting paſſe 
fome fixe or cight monethy, and hoping that time 
| (which is ſubicR to — and all things it) 


| might wipe offher teares,and blow away herfighes 
| forthe death of Piſani; he refolues to renewiibald 
ſute eo her,to which cad he viſits her firſt by friends, 
next by letters, and then in perſon. Chriſteners, (like 
a counterfeit fury )diſſembles her loue to Piſaw,and 


her } 
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her hatred to him,and withall eriumpheth and takes 
a pride, to ſce how diſcreetly and cloſely ſhe beares 
her malice : Bur our wiſcdome ia finne, prooues 
meere folly inthe eyes of God, which though ſhee | 
will not now acknowledge,yct the ſhall hereafter be. 
cnforced to doc it with repentance, and perad- 
uenture when it is too late, Sobcing reſolute in 
her inueteratc indignation, her malice doth ſo out- 
braue hercharity and her revenge her religion, as | 
ſhee cannot finde any reſt in her thoughts, or tran- 
quillity in her minde, before ſhee {ce the death of 
Gaſparino make amends and ſatisfation for that of 
Piſani, 

Gaſparino having the cies of his iudgement hood-

| at they were morc eagerly incouraged to ſearcha- 
gainemoſt exaly : which rhey doe, and ar laſt 
bring vp the dead body of Gaſparino, when ſtrip- 
ping off his clothes, they finde his body pierced 
with thirreene ſeuerall wounds : at the mournefull 
ſight whereof,the whole aſſembly,bur eſpecially his 
Lackie, cannot refraine from teares, and yet all 
glorifie God for finding of his body, as alſo 
for the diſcouerie of the Murthererts, who now 
they confidently beleeue, are B;ancoaud Brindoli. 
Bur ſcethefarther mercics of God, ! for Biaxco 
and Brindolt, are but the hands which executed this 
Murther, and not the head that plotted it:therefore 
the Magiſtrates being ſure of them , doe now re- 
ſoluc ro hye topriſon, and to giue them double 
torment, thereby to diſcouer out of what quiuer, 
the firſt arrow of this murther came. But behold the 
mercyand iuſtice of God ! they are eaſcd of this 
labour, and the name of the capirall: malgfactor, 
broiight them by a moſt miraculous, and vhhheard 
| of accident : for whenthe Magiſtrates and whole 


company had often viſited Geſparind's naked bo- 


dy, and ſcene nothing but wounds, a little boy ftan- 
ding by (ofſome tenne'yecres of age) cfpicdalin- 
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nen cloth in his mouth, which he ſhewed the com- 
pany, which the PrefeR cauſing to be pulled our, 
found it to bea Cambricke Handkercher,a':d with- 
all, anzmc ia red filke letters in one corner, which 
was the very true name of Chriſtenets. 

Sce, ſeethe goodnefle ! O letvs ſtand amazed 
and wonder at the mercies of God, to ſee what 
| meanc$sand inftrumcats he ordaincth for the difco- 
very of murthers, 

The Prefect and Prouſt ſend away ſpeedily 
eo apprehen4 here ſhe is taken in the midſt of | 
her pleaſurcs and paſtimes, ou frem the arme of 
| her mother, and the fecte of hex father, ro whom 
| ſhe fled for ſafctic, but in vaine, for the is inſtant] 

comwitted cloſe prifoncr, from whence we hall 
not ſee hercome foorth, till ſhee come to her con- | 
dignepuniſhment, on a ſhamefull ſcaffold, for this | 
her horrible offence of murther. 

Aud now the PrefeR and Prouoſt goe themſelues 
tothe priſon, where Bianco and Brindoliare ; they 
accuſe them peremprorily for the Murther of gaſps- 
rine, whoſe body, they informe them, they have ta- 
ken vp out of the well : burthey againe deny it : 
they give them double torment, and coniure them 
| roreucale this their murther , but they are ſoſtrong 
| of courage,or cather the devill is ſo ſtrong in them, 
as they deny all, and neither accuſe themſclues, nor 
aay other, 

The PrefeR and Provo, although they ſaw all 
circumſtances concurre, that vadoubredly, Chrife- 
weta hadadeepe hand in this murther, yetthey ex- 
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amine her faiicly, and promiſe her much favour 
| and 


mam 
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and their beſt friendſhip and aſfiſtance, if ſhe will 


reueale it : but ſhe, as her rwo confederates, denye 
all; they adiudge her ctorhe Racke, whereunto ſhe 
very patiently permits her ſclfe ro bee faſtened ; bur 
her dainty body and delicate limbs cannot indure 
the cruelty of this rorment 2 and ſo hee confeſſeth 
all, that in reuenge of Piſaxi”s death, ſhee had cau- 
ſed B:1awmco and Brindolito Murther him inthe Nuns 
garden, as we haue formerly vnderſtood. - 

And now comes Gods ſentence frem heauen, 
pronounced againſt theſe murtherers, by the mouth 
of his Magiſtrates on carth, who for reparation and 
expiation of their hortible crimes of murther, com- 
mitted On Gaſparina, adindge Bianco and Brindel; 
to haue their right hands cut off, then to be hanged, 
and their bodies throwne into the riucr of Fo : And 
Chrifleneta (not withſtanding all the ſollicitation, 
which her father and friends made for her, ) to be 
firſt hanged, then burricd, and her aſhes throwne in- 
tothe ayre: which tothe full ſatisfaRion of iuſtice, 
before an infinite number of ſpeators(who aſſiſted 
arthcir mournefull ends,) was accordingly exccu- 
ted, who yetcopld notrefraine from tearecs, but as 
much approucd, and applauded Chriſtenets's affeRi- 
onto Piſani, as they dereſted and abhorred her in- 
humane and bloody reuenge to Gaſparine, 

Brance and Brindoli as they lived vnrighteauſly, fo 
they dyed deſperatcly, and could not be drawne to 
repent themſclues of this their bloudy fa ; Bur as 
I haue vnderſtond, Chriftencts was extreamely ſor- 
rowfull for her finnes, but eſpeeially for this mur- 
ther, whereof at her laſt breath ſhee infinitely and 
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exccedingl y ay nag herlelte: yea l have berne in- 
formed, that ſhe delivered a godly and religious 


ſpeech onche ladder, bur I was not ſo fortunate to 
recouer its . 

May all eruc Chriſtians reade this Hiſtor y with 
profir, and profit in reading it, that ſo God 
may recciue the glory : and their ſoules 
the cternall comfort and con- 
ſolation, Ames;

| executed; and from theplace of execution,they im- 
mediatly goeto the Cafile, and foto the Eaft Cyſe- 
mate, where cauſing theſtones to be moued, they 
| finde the mornfull fnurthered body of Don Alonſo 
Piracque: whichthey giue to his kinsfolkes to re- 
cciuea more houourable buriall, according to his 
ranke and degree : and from thence they returneto 
the Churches, where the bodies of de Flores and 
Beatrice luanawerc interred(afrercheywere brought

and as that which moſt delights, moſt. confounds 
the ſence; ſo vicbreeding an habir, and habit a 
ſecond nature; vicious company, whom wee take 
tobee our deareſt friends, doe in fine proue- our 
moſt wy ty {o muchrhe moredan. 
gerous, fich when we would forſake them, we can- 
not, which our .4/i6+#5 will at laſt finde true in him- 
ſelfe: yea, we ſhall ſee him enforced to acknowledge 
it, as having bought and purchaſed ir with a wo- 
ful and lamentable experience: fornow he beginnes

| com parable beauty: making thar,his beſt content;and. 
| this, his ſweerteſt felicicy ; that, his ſoueraigne good; 
and this,his heauen vpon earth : ſo as: lofing himſelfe 
inthe Labyrinth of: her beauty, and as it were drow: ) 
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ning histhoughts in theſea of his concupiſcence and 


great part of bis wealth, in wantonizing and enter- 
taining her: a vicious and foule fault, not onely 
peculiar to Belluzle,but incident and farall tro too ma- 
ny Gallants, as well of moſt parts of Chriitendome in 
generall.as of France in particular; it being indeed a 
diſaſterous and dangerous rocke,wheron many incon-

and fo.receiues and entertaineshim intoher fauour, 
onely with this premonition and caution, thar if 
cuer hereafter ſhe heard of his.folly or ingratitude in 
this Kinde, ſhe would neuer- looke him inthe face, 
except. with contempt and deteſtation..

| whole Kingdome rings of this Combate ; the Barror 
of Carpi and Alcaſero are (ioyntly) highly commen-

But this S#nne-ſhine of Carpi's proſperitie,and Cele- 
ftina's happineſſe and' glory ſhall not laſt long : for 
there is'a ſtormebreaking foorth, which threatneth 
no leſle then the vtter ruine, as well of their for- 
tunesasliues. Where men cannot, God will both de- 
teR and puniſh murthers ; yea; by ſuch ſecret meancs 
and inſtruments, as we leaſt ſuſpe&or imagine. They | 
are infallible Maximes , that weeare neuer leſſe ſecu- 
red. then when wee thinke our ſelues ſecurc;nor nee- 
rerdanger, thenwhen we eſteeme our ſelues fartheſt 
from it. And if any bee ſo incredulons, oras I may 
fay,ſoirreligious, as not to belecue it, hauethey but a 


little patience, and they ſhall inſtantly ſee it verified 
and made good inthe Barron of Carps, and the Lady 
Celeſtina, who thinking themſclues now ſafe and free 
from all aduerſt fortunes , and fatall Feogres: what-
